On April 22, 2020, at approximately 1739 hours, while responding to an unrelated call, Newton Patrol Division 
officers came upon a traffic collision and stopped to investigate. At the approximate time of the officers’ arrival, a 
call was being broadcast of a man with a knife at the location. Officers received information from a citizen at 
scene that the suspect who caused the accident was armed with a knife. The suspect ignored commands to drop the 
knife and advanced toward an officer, resulting in an Officer-Involved Shooting. The suspect was struck by the 
gunfire, and ultimately succumbed to his wounds and died at scene. 


The folding utility-type knife was recovered at scene. 


No officers were injured during the incident.
